Welfare and Felicity of 
both Prince and People; whigh canpot be ſettled on a more 
firm and laſting Foundation than by the faithful and reſolute 
Execution of ſuch an excellent Plan of Government, as is 
laid down by the divine Spirit in the Text now under our 
_ «Conſideration, containing a divine Admonition to David 
King of 1/rae/, in the beginning of his Reign, to guide and 
aſſiſt him under the Weight and through the many Dif- 
ficulties of Empire. HAPPY David! To be thus highly 
favoured ! To have a Gop, whoſe Goodneſs and Power are 
great as his Majeſty, his heavenly Monitor and Direc- 
tor; to have the Supream Being, and Lord and Go- 
vernor of the Univerſe, preſcribe to him ſuch a Rule over

— This is the divine Plan and Admonition as related by

From which Text, I ſhall endeavour to draw the Por- 
trait and Character of a good Prince; ſhewing what it is 
to rule uh, and in the Fear or God, with the Safety and 
| Happineſs which muſt proceed from ſuch Conduct, both to 
King and People. 

And iſt, By ruling juſtly over Men, we may underſtand. 

a due Execution of the Laws of a Country, and an equal 
Diſtribution of Rewards and Puniſhments to the Obedient 
and Diſobedient. Under the Government of a good 
Prince, there is a ſtrict Regard to publick Virtue, 
which he manifeſts by his own Example, as well as Edicts. 
We may perceive in him a Royar PATTERN of that Ho- 
nour and fincerity which he wiſhes may become a general 
Practice, and with a remarkable good Nature and Greatneſs 
of Mind, he endeavours to procure a popular Affection and 
| Regard to his Courtiers and Servants, as well as himſelf 

by diſcountenancing all Wickedneſs in bi gb —

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By theſe Means he removes that obloqui and Re flec- 
tion, upon thoſe that do il; upon diſregurded and un- 
meaning Promiſes, which, by whomſoever or whereſoever 
diſcovered, become blots in the nbleſt Eſcutcheons, foil 
the moſt magnificent Manſions, tarniſh the fineſt Dreſſes 
and Equipages, and throw ſuch a Shage in great Quality 
and Condition as renders the Piece extreamly diſagree- 
able, notwithſtanding the Gzit Frame it is adorned with 
A falſe and bad Heart is eafily ſeen through the thin 
Varniſh of civil, or as they are called polite Sp:: ches, and 
plauſible Appearances ; but when the Equity and Virtues of 
a Good PRINCE, ſteady to his Friends, and true to his 
Word, are in their daily View and Obſervation, ſuch an a- 
miable Conduct becomes the fine Mode and Behaviour, the 
followed faſhionable Dreſs of Perſons of all States and Condi- 
tions; for they will chuſe to imitate what in reaſon and good 
Senſe they are privately charmed with ; till publick Virtue 
and Honour will grow ſo. univerſal as to reſemble Aarons 
precious Ointment, which ran down from the Beard even 
to the Skirts of his Cloathing; from the ſhining Exam- 
2 and Precepts of ſuch a ſerious gcod Prince, they will 
begin to think it their Iatereſt as well as Duty to be honeſt 
and virtuous; becauſe it will render them moſt acceptable 
to him, and that Falſebood, Deceit and Injuſtice muſt ſut- 
fer a ſhameful and deſerved Baniſhment from his Favour

He that rules juſtly over Men, makes himſelf the 
great Aſylum of the injured and unhappy ; The Ear of a 
juſt and good Prince is conſtantly open to the Applications

of his diſtreſt People, and the royal Hand of Humanity and 
Compaſſion is graciouſly ready to receive their affe&ing 
Caſes and Petitions. Juſtice and Mercy blended together 
in a PRIxce's Minp will, without any Diminution of the 
Dignity of the Royal Character, give that becoming Free- 
dom of Addreſs to him, which will comfort the Hearts 
of his poor afflicted and oppreſſed Subjects, and encourage 
them with Decency, Humility, Propriety, and a due Re- 
gard to Time, Place and high Character, to make their 

Wants and Requeſts known to the Royal Fountain of Pow- 
er and Juſtice. The Covsr of a Prince that rules juſtly bears 
ſome Likeneſs to the divine Throne of Grace, where the Mi- 
ſerable have not only Leave, but a kind order to apply, and 
is an Imitation of the Goodneſs of Heaven and Earth's Great 
King, to whom the Poor cry, and he beareth them, yea, and 
faveth them out of all their Trouble. 
But the Character of a Prince ruling juſily, extends 
further and my Text is more explicit with Regard to 
ſuch equitable rule over men, by the followin 5 Addition to 
the Caution, ruling in the Fear of God, which influences 
the whole Conduct of a King's Reign, and denotes rather the 
general Habit of Virtue, than any particular Acts that flow 
from it. By adding the Fear of the Lord to a juſt Govern- 
ment, it is intimated to us that no Prince can be juſt to his 


People, that is not fo to his God, and that the Virtues and + 


Practices of Juſtice and Religion are cloſely connefted. © 
The Ruler who fears God will regard Man, and by this 

additional clauſe to his Plan of Government, we may un- 

derſtand a proper Awe of the divine Majeſiy of Heaven, as 
the binding and proper Rule and Meaſure of that Fuftizey 
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which is one of the noble Characteriſticks of a great and 301 
Magiſtrate, 
be Fear of God i is, in all Caſes, Counſels, Deliberations 

Expeditions, and amongſt all Perſons, the Beginning of Wiſ- 
dom, and are only other Words for that religious Principle 
from which the Knowledge how to govern ourſelves and 
others derives. This Rule or Pl." Conduct extends to all 
the Stations and Circumſtances of human Life, and will in- 
ſtrut the Prince as well how to govern, as the Subject to 
obey. To act under the Fear of God is to have a ju/t Senſe 
of his Power, to be charmed by his Mercy, and influenced 
by all his divine Attributes and Perfections; it is to conſider 
ourſelves in all Stations, as in the Preſence of a Monarch a- 
bove all Monarchs, who has Power over all; of that God 
by zobom Rings reign, and Princ's decree 7 uſtice ; ; the great 
King of Kings, and Lord of Lord.. 

'Tis the Senſe of their Duty and Dependance upon God, 
in whoſe Favour is Life, and with whom, without Reſpect 
to Perſons, are the Tſſues of Life and Death, which will 
prevail with ſerious and conſiderate Princes to become true 
Fathers of their People; for when they know that they ſtand 
in the Place of God, the common Parent of Mankind, that 
thoſe who are under their Power; ate the Children of the fame 
beavenly Father as themſelves, that he is the over-Ruler and 
Orderer of all Things, and by his Grace and Providence 
the Reins of Government have been put into their 
Hands; they will certainly treat their People like their Cbil- 
dren, as conſcious to themielves of the Juſtice of exe- 
cuting a Father's Power properly and equally, and know- 
ing that ſhould they be i injurious to the God above any by

being ſo to their Inferiors, they would uſe his Authority in a 
Way not ſuitable to his divine Character, who doth good to 
all Men, and whoſe Mercy and Juſtice are univertally diſ-

A Goop PRINCE, it has been obſerved by a great 
Writer, governs according to thoſe Sentiments which are 
ſuggeſted to him by Religion or the Fear of God, as well 
as the wiſeſt Councils of human Policy. The beneſjcent 
Example and Dictates of the Almighty is the Rule by which 
a good Prince uſes the Power he has given him, and in 
every Inſtance of Government, he does tne very Thing 
which he judges God would do, were he viſibly and per- 
ſonally to rule over Men. A King fo principled, ſeeks 
not altogether his own Will, but after the Pattern of the 
| bleſſed Feſus the obedient Son of God, who with other 
great Characters, was in the Kingly Office, He ſeeks the will 
of him who ſent him. | : 
Thus far does a true and rational Religion influence a 
good minded Prince to rule julily, and diſtinguiſh rightly ; 
for he thinks it neceſſary to carry the Fears and Hopes of 
Men, farther than human Laws only can induce them, and 
to engage their Conſciences on the Side of Juſtice and Equi- 
which can only be done by convincing them, that beſides 
e Obligations laid on them by the civil Power, or Ord:- 
nance of Man, they are likewiſe accountable to a Superior 
Being, a Supreme Power that cannot be deceived, and 
who will, in the moſt exact Proportions, reward the Obedi- 
_ ence, and puniſh the Breach of his Commands. 3 
That Religion, or the Fear of God, has been ever deem- 
ed an indiſpenſible Ingredient in Government, is a Point 
which the Wiſdom of all Ages have allowed, and has been 
| „ Con- 
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confirmed by the univerſal Practice of all Nations. It is 
but a grateful and natural Tribute and Honour for Princes 
to pay their Maker, to be careful that thoſe whom God has 
made their Subjects, ſhould not ceaſe to be hrs alſo; 
which is a Conduct recommended to Princes, from a Con- 
ſideration of their own as well as their People's Intere/t ; for 
as it is not in the Power of the beſt Rulers to make Men un- 
der their Government equally happy, as Poverty and Diſ- 
treſs, Loſſes and Diſappoinments, ſome Vexation or other, 
will at times reach every individual, and be the uncomfort- 
able Companions of Men in the moſt flouriſhing and opulent 
Kingdoms, and under the beſt and mildeſt of Governments, 
It is certain that Religion is a Way opened to general Happi- 
neſs, to which both Prince and Peaſant, high and low, rich 
and poor, have an equal Admittance, for it is that only which 
makes all Communities, all Circumſtances of Life eaſy; and 
in any national or private good Fortune or Calamity, Religi- 
on is neceſſary as well to teach us how to abound, as how to 
ſuffer to need; and for this Reaſon a great and patriot Author 
_ concludes, that a Prince concerned for the Happineſs of his 
People, and whoſe Love for them bears a cloſe Connection with 
their Affectiłon for bim, cannot be unconcerned for the Inte- 
reſt of Reli gion. | EY | 
The LAws or NATIONS have been often tranſgreſſed, 
and artfully evaded ; and ſometimes for Want of due Exe- 
cution, they loſe their Force and Vigour, but the L 
of Man, when enforced by the Law of God, 1s ſeldom or 
ever broke through or violated ; for when the mind is ſea-. 
ſoned with Religion, aſſiſted with divine Grace, and ſenſible 
that it owes Obedience to the Laws and higher Powers, not 
only for Wrath, but Conſcience Sake, a regular and legal 
Behaviour may be juſtly hoped for and expected. 5 
| 
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Me juſtly boaſt of Liberty, but without the Sanctions of 
Religion and Law, an unthinking —— and miſ-led Multi- 
tude, not underſtanding the true Senſe and Meaning of Li- 
berty, like wild and unbridled Horſes, would 7 into e- 
very Battle of Clamour and Fadtion, which are artfully 
raiſed by diſguſted ambitious and 1l|-minded Perſons ; 
ſo that Liberty, which, under proper Reſtrictions, is the 
greateſt Bleſſing, would ſoon become the Ruin of King- 
doms, and thoſe Vices and Enormities be generally 

practiced, which have aptly given the Names of LI BER- 

TINEs to thoſe who commit them. „ 
It is not only our Happineſs that we have a national Li- 
berty, but an eſtabliſhed Religion aſſi; with a great Sum of 
Money, under abiolute Monarchy and arbitrary Government, 
where the Rule over Men is not juli and in the Fear of God, 
LIBER Tx, ſuch as we happily enjoy, is not to be purchaſed ; 
but, Thanks be to God, we may ſay with the great Citizen 
and Apoſtle St. Paul, we are free born, and not only ſo, but 
under the proper Embargoes of that righteous Goſpel which 
he propagated, the legiflative Power of a Country is fo 
religiouſly adminiſtered, as to preſerve Freedom from degene- 
rating into Licentiouſeneſs. e | | 
In a Word, a Nation's Happineſs is compleated, and 
Government made eaſy both to Prince and People, by the 
Admonition or Plan in my Text being carefully obſerved 
and followed ; fuch a Prince will be as ready to give his 
Aſſent to any Law for the Publick Good, as his People can 
be to afk it, and the greateſt Pleaſure his Crown can give 
him, will be promoting the Welfare of his Country, and. 
to rezgn in the Hearts of his People. This is the bright 

EE #4" Morning 
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Mcrning, which amongſt the beautiful Images and Simili- 
tudes of my Text, now joyfully opens to us: The Lrght 
of which is as the 8/7 when it riſeth; and from his Ma- 
jeſty's juſt Rule, we have the greateſt Reaſon to expect, 
will continue a Morning without Clouds. 

The Sun has been aptly called, by a great Writer and 
Commentator on this Part of Scripture, the Sp1RIT of the 
World, that quickens and enlivens Nature, and without 
which, like Matter in its primitive State, it would be ſluggiſh 
and immoveable, nor {ſhould we, without its healing Influ- 
ence, be comforted and ſupported by Nature's Productions ; 
it is the great and glorious Inſtrument of divine Providence, 
to give us the Uſe, as well as View and Proſpect, of Earth's 
Beauties and Fruits; it is, if I may fo ſpeak, the great and 
maſterly Painter of the Great Landſkips of the World, of 
our Fields and Gardens, which it enamels and arrays in 
beauteous Cloathing, finer than the Robes of Solomon in all 

his Glory. . 76; WE. 
In the Light of this great Body, he goes on to tell us, all 
things are ſeverally made to rejoice; that perpetual Spring 
attends his Courſe, that every Thing in vegative Life, and 
as ſome have thought, in the natural and human, re- 
vives at his Approach, puts on a new Face of Youth and 
Beauty, Winter and Froſt ſneak behind his gilded Train, 
and Nature grows deformed, and the World ſickens 
and ſeems to fade and dye at his Departure. Now what 
the Sun is to the World, a good Prince is to his People; he 
is the Life and Soul of the State, his Influence produceth 


Beauty 
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Beauty, Order and Regularity, and ſo animates every Mem- 
ber, that the whole Community is Harmony and Peace. 
This Difference has been obſerved, The Sun in his Meri- 
dian Glory ſtrikes ſome Parts with too fierce a Fire, and the 
Ficld fades under its ſcorching Heat ; but a juſt and good 
Prince, like the 7:4rg Sun, ſhines with kinder Rays; and 
his Juſtice being tempered with Love and Mercy, can never 
be deſtructive. As theſe Similitudes ſet before us the Bleſ- 
ſings derived from a juſt Prince to his People, ſo do they re- 
preſent to us the Proſperity of Kingdoms fo happily directed. 
A State is always happy and joyful that is under the Ma- 
nagement of a wiſe Ruler ; its inward Conſtitution is health- 
jul, and ſo confimred in Strength, that it ſtands ſecure from 

outward Danger s. „ 
There is one thing more, and the laſt I ſhall mention, 
which always attends the Government of ſuch a good Prince 
as I have here deſcribed and drawn the Character of 
from the Plan in my Text, I mean, The Bleſſing and Pro- 
tection of Heaven. Tis eaſy for the AL MIGHTY POWER 
to puniſh bad Princes, in ſhortening their Days, laying his 
Hand on them and their People ; it is likewiſe as eaſy and 
more agreeable to the Benignity of his divine Nature to re- 
ward good Princes, by inſpiriting and giving wiſe and honeſt 
Policies and good Judgments to their Councils and Mini- 
ſtries, ſo that their People thrive and proſper, and both him 
and them, by God's Favour and Providence, will arrive to 
that Height of Glory, with which the King of Kings de- 
lights to honour the Virtuous. 
In a Word, as my Text's Admonition to a King is to 
rule in the Fear of God, ſo we like good Chriſtians as well as 
good Subjects, are to live up to the Rules and Ordinances of

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our Religion; permit me then, as this is the Day of the 
Celebrati.n of the Sacrament, to remind thoſe, whom 
the Occaſion of his Majeſty's Acceſſion will call to the

as to procure to himſelf and them, the Bleſſing, Happineſs 
and Proſperity, which are the Natural Conſequences of Reli- 
gion and Juſtice, It is not to be doubted, but in the Courſe 
of his PRESENT MaAJjesTyY's Reign, we ſhall have conſtantly 
a THRONE to look up to in theſe happy Kingdoms for an 
original and exact Likeneſs of the Drawing and Charac- | 
ter, which I have attempted in this Diſcourſe. But here I 
am awed into Silence, from a Senſe that Panegyrick to great

The Opening of his Majeſty's Morning 
of Government, if I may ſo ſpeak, with the important Con- 
queſt of Belle-1fle ; this Continuance of the divine Bleſſing, 
and of the Succeſs and Glory which have fo diſtinguiſhed 
our brave Iſland, and her formidable Fleets and Armies
